The three of us were sitting on the steps of 
Tom Verner’s four room, unfurnished cottage 
one night late in July.

But it brought a smile of 
amusement to our host, for, laying down his 
pipe, he remarked, “I remember when my hair 
stood on end once.” Then we knew we were 
in for a story. I will give the story in as near 
his own words as possible. 

“Tt was when I was about fifteen years old,”

The New Grammar School. 

“Doc Phiz’’ 

At last the enterprising citizens of Healds¬ 
burg are about to witness a partial realization 
of one of their fondest dreams. 

The grammar school question, which has 
been a prominent issue in this city for years 
past is about to be settled by the erection of 
a beautiful, modern grammar school building 
at an approximate cost of $34,500. 

After months of darkness as to the ultimate 
erection of the new building, although the vote 
taken in this city months ago resulted in an 
overwhelming victory favoring a new gram¬ 
mar school, the final disposition of the con¬ 
tracts, etc., were not not settled upon until the 
latter part of 1905. 

Mr. J. O. Kuykendall, a Santa Rosa con¬ 
tractor, has been awarded the contract and as 
his work is of a known quantity and he has 
had a long experience in this line, the people 
of this city are satisfied. 

On Friday, January 12th, 1906, active oper¬ 
ations were begun on the new structure and in 
company with School Trustees E. R. Snook 
and J. T. Coffman the grounds were meas- 
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iired off preparatory to the construction of the 
building. 

Immediately after the grounds were meas¬ 
ured the lumber and building materials were 
lortliccming and at the present time work is 
booming on the new buliding. 

It should be a matter- of much satisfaction 
to note that so many sub-contracts were ob¬ 
tained by local firms, thus keeping the money 
at home and increasing the local circulation, 
which our business men claim can be enjoyed 
at the present time. 

The following sub-contracts have been 
awarded Healdsburg business people: 

. The Healdsburg Mill and Lumber Company 
secured the contracts for furnishing all lum¬ 
ber, including flooring, doors, windows, etc. 

H. H. Pyne received the contract for doing 
the excavating and cement work for the foun¬ 
dation. 

A. W. Garrett will do the electrical work, 
plumbing and installing of the annunciator 
system. 

Will Chaney, the well known local carpen¬ 
ter and builder has been selected to act as fore¬ 
man of the carpenters constructing the build¬ 
ing. 

When the new building is completed the 
High school students will adopt the old gram¬ 
mar school building as their quarters and the 
*'old hi skule building” will be torn down 
(tears and much weeping by H. H. S. 
students). 

Thus one blot on Healdsburg's educational 
facilities will meet its finish and only leave a 
harrowing and haunting remembrance behind 
it, which can and we hope will be eventually 
eliminated by the final construction of a new, 
modern High school building that will be an 
honor as well as an ornament to the city of 
Healdsburg and be a fitting example of what 
the enterprising people of the Floral City have 
done and are capable of doing.

The second regular meeting of the H. H. S. 
Senate was called to order by Speaker Ray 
Welch at three o’clock on Friday afternoon, 
January I2th.

The debate was led by the Hon. Percy Wise- 
carver, senator from Mass. Mr. \Visecar\er 
was supported in his debate in favor of the 
•bill by Senators Pressly Mothorn of California, 
Volney Hall of Minnesota, Florence Walsh 
of Alabama. Those speaking in opposition to 
the bill were Senators Chas. Widlund of Mis¬ 
souri, Ynez Whitney of Illinois, Rodney Mc¬ 
Clure of Mississippi. 

Upon conclusion of the discussion the mo¬ 
tion of acceptance was passed.

Bill Number Two, “A Bill proposing the 
election of a committee of fifteen members of 
congress to regulate railroad rates,” introduced 
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by Chas. Widkind of Missouri and endorsed by 
Senators Pressley Mothorn of California, Vol- 
ney Hall of Minnesota, Ethel Ferguson of 
Connecticut, was referred to the Road and 
Canal Committee to he reported upon at the 
next meeting, was given a first reading and 
then referred to a committee on “Roads and 
Canals/’ 

Bill Number Three, “A Bill proposing an 
amendment to Article XV, Section 1 , of 
the amendments to the constitution,’’ intro¬ 
duced by Rodney McClure of Mississippi and 
indorsed by Senators Gertrude Coffman of 
Maine, Rubie Walker of New York, Vira San¬ 
born of New Hampshire, Ynez Whitney of 
of Illinois, was given a first reading and was 
made special business for the third session of 
the H. H. S. congress assembled. 

The congress adjourned at four o’clock, after 
a most successful session. 

Considering the lack of experience in the 
order of business those taking an active part 
certainly did credit to themselves and collea¬ 
gues. 

Those interested in organizing the society 
feel very much encouraged and satisfied with 
the results of their enterprise and are assured 
of continued success. 

Those interested in the affairs of the H. H. 
B. are cordially invited to attend the sessions 
of the H. H. S. Senate, which meets twice a 
month in the High school building. 

Second Monthly Session of Congress 
M. I). Silverstein, H. C. H. S. ’o6 

At 2:30 o’clock Friday afternoon, January 
2dth, the H. H. S. Senate and Congress was 
assemlded and called to order by Speaker 
Welch, this being the third regular meeting of 
that body. 

The minutes were read by the clerk, Miss 
Nina L.uce. and adopted, after which “Bill 
Number Three,’’ demanding “the disfranchise¬ 
ment of the American Negro” was made spec¬ 


ial business, and, after being read a third time, 
was presented for argument. 

Hon. Thurman Wisecarver, senator from 
Ohio, was the first speaker to advance an ar¬ 
gument against the bill. Senator McClure of 
Mississippi next took the floor and in many 
words urged the passing of the bill and was 
stopped in the middle of a beautiful burst of 
eloquence and oratory on account of the ex¬ 
piration of his time. 

Senator Percy Wisecarver of Massachusetts 
followed with a very impressive and well em¬ 
phasized address in which he took a most de¬ 
termined stand against the passing of such a 
bill. 

Senator Pressly Mothorn of California also 
spoke on the bill. 

The bill was laid on the table and will be 
voted on at the next meeting of congress. 

Senator Mervin Silverstein of Illinois, chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Roads and Canals, 
reported favorably on Bill Number Two, a bill 
advocating “the election of a committee of 
fifteen by a popular vote of the members of 
both houses of congress, to regulate railway 
rates and fares in the United States. 

The bill was read a second time and made 
special business for the next session. 

Bill Number Four, a bill advising “an edu¬ 
cational test for voters,” was read for a first 
time. 

Congress then adjourned to meet again 
Friday afternoon, February 9th, 1906. 

Now that the good citizens of Healdsburg 
are soon to possess a beautiful new grammar 
school building “we wonder will our dreams 
come true.”
